Go many " I present the following poraonal opinions on "^he possibility 
or intonsiTo work in Germany. These opinions were formulated after 
I had discussed the noet important points in a thorough Banner with 
you. I then set to writing this report, which covers our sain ideas. 

2. aarly in the discussion concerning the working methods 
described below the question or. whether the intelligence should be 
better handed to a responsible Amerloon omoe in Wiesbaden or 
Frankfurt or whether It would bo bettor to pass the. intelligence to 
Bern. Obviously this is the firot consideration. As a result or 
our experience to date the following advantages and disadvantages 
appear to obtain regarding Frankfurt and Bern: 

3. Wiesbaden/FranKfurt have the definite advantage of being 
the American headquarters in Gersaany. There it is possible to 
effect a aore rapid evaluation oi individual bits of intelligence; 
it is also posslDle that other operational question*: oould be 
answered without the tlae lag involved in tranaaissior to Bern. 
However the disadvantages of a connection with the American HQ . is 
that any ouch contact would remain core or less isporsorial and 
would buffer fr or the constant change in' personnel, 

4. Bern has the disadvantage for us of being sufficiently 
distant so that o~rtain difficulties would arise in trahsaieeion 
of the; intelligence. The advantage of working through Bern lies 
in the basis of personal cooperation and vmcuahglng personnel. 

Of equal importance is the fact that our activities;' viewed, from 
Bern, will receive much sore guidance ana nany sore suggestions than 
would be lortncoamg. in ^iesDaden/Franrrurr.. This is particularly 
truo in relation to the Swiss special Services, the basis for co- 



operation with which is built on existing close personal relation- 
ships. This Cooperation offers aav*mtages wh.lch cannot be seen 
at the aonent. Therefore lr to ' "64 undertaken aha Is

5. Under existing travel conditions it is possioleTor the 
iur oration to oe brought^by a reliable person, froa fflasDaden oy 
train to Gingen or Constance, where it could be picked up Tor Bern. 

In unusual cases use could be made or the offor of the Swiss, that 
thy into mat ion do pic hoc uo by someone of tne 3upo in Gingen or 
Constance* Police officials ana civilians, known to ae personally, 
were mentioned for use as letter drops. Unfortunately, however, 
these persons are in the French zone in the aoovo named cltieB or 
in other towns. 

Immediate measures 

6. It is most urgent that I go to tYioebaden in the iBmedlate 
future for converoationa with 07, since at the sioaent he has no 
possibility of getting in touch witn me. ValuaDle connections are 
being neglected ana possibly oven being lost. If this is the oasa 
tisifi is Doing unnecessarily lost on the other side. In connection 
with this it is also necessary that I settle soae family matters 
which are connected with ay' moving from tee French zone to Wiesbaden. 
Aside rroa this there is raised the question or ay employment in 

tne police service, a question which can now bo more easily solved 
than previously wnen I had to fight the prejudice of the Social 
Democrat liinlster of tne Interior and his supporters, who have now 
lift office. (I mention this lr, connection with tne attached file 
from the Swiss Bunuesanwalts chart concerning the former Gross- He$ss ?■ 
Minister of the Interior Kano VDhlD/.Y, now out of office.) Ky 
formal, and necessary, de-nazification is underway and may oe 
completed in very short time so that from no ..lace can objections 
to ay employment by tne German criminal police be raised. In order 
to clear up these aiattoro once and forever, I consider it most ad- 
visable that a high American office explain to the- Gross— Hessian mini— 
s ter Pre3. Dr. GEILUIi and to the recently naaed minister of the 
Interior that my employment is considered to be worthwhile for the 
Americans. I believe that I can aefinfcSmtt* ftflsure that I aa both 
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up a new criminal police organization and that ay Qjkp iii this 
aatter are In accora with the American ones* Also it or/ uld to taicen 
into consideration tout a position in the police, especially thb 
criminal police, errors •unusual advantages for our other v/oric— 
intelligence gathering* In this connection I have thought cl the 
possibility of utilizing tha organ of the .police services for 
opportune help, of using the- guarded areas which continue to bo 
occupied as dumping spots (d&uemd besctzte V/achrSuae ale Ablageort 
zu benutzon) and of using the curd files ana registers for all types 
of information 
Present Organization 

7. As I have already reported orally and by writing, 07 

1m working primarily with rona’er Geraar. oriicers and soldiers who 
are living in tha Russian zone; with aristocracy and land owners 
who have had their property seize<i$ and with a wide circle of 
reliable acquaintances whoa he knows through • prof essional and 
private connections. Thia lattsr group was formerly tn-o loader of 
the directing class. On the other hanu ay connections till how have 
been Halted to two former German police officials who arc presently 
in the iiastera Zone. *heir reliability cannot be doubted ana they 
are quite successfully building up connections of intelligence value, 

8. Until ins present tine 07, as ./oil as myself, have received 
intelligence from the Ea3t in varloue ways, sons reaching us in a 
United extent by means of the open uailj some being brought by 
border passers, ana occasionally some ius carried by travelling from 
Berlin to the West— by the often changing representatives of the 
CUU. It ie most probably that th-; Increased controls along the 
Soviet line of demarcation and the creation ci a no-son' s land on 
the English ana Anar icon sides will hinder the border traffic greatly 
However, it cannot bo said with certainty that all possibilities 
along this line have beer, exhausted. Unfortunately, - because of these 
conditions we cannot practise tne supervision, which in zny case ie 
difficult to maintain, because 01 ^tha detours which the information 
aust taice before reaching U3, 
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Future Organization; ^ 

9. The net 0 i* V-ucn (agents) at present in existence can 
do greatly extended if certain oaslc principles are agreed upon. 

The establishing 01 tn~ central collecting cxzice in Wissoaden Is 
advantageous for many reasons. Firstly C7 practises his profession 
there and I also, as mentioned above, intend to practise ay prog- 
ression there* Furthermore, Gross-Hesee appears to oe the only 
territory in all of the zones which is bordered by the three occupied 
zones and therefore is cea tinea to have a certain central function* 
in the future. This territory, whos 9 capital is ffieobauen, has the 
border on thv liuBSian zone which is best suited to our .purposes be- 
cause this border runs through nilly and even mountainous land, which 
is not easily surveyed. If Wiesbaden can be made the center, then 
several changes siuet no matte from an organizational point of via"-. 

In connection* with these changes, it is necessary to cullu up a 
net of V-iaen (agents) covering the Sastorn Zone and particularly 
the political ana military hot spots* Furthermore, it is necessary 
that well proven agents be estaolished in Berlin and two or three 
other important places in the Kastern Zone. Those agents will have 
the duty of collecting the intelligence from sub-agents on a will also 
have the responsibility of forwarding it. The people suited to this 
tasic are available anc only need more exact instructions and a 
brief training' period to start v.-orJc. After fulfilling certain pro- 
positions it will be possible to put into effect our proposed plan 
inside 01 tnr«e aoutna , so that oj. taw auu si tut v car iy 40/4.7 a 
smooth functioning organization can oe expected. 

10, The question which is particularly interesting here is 
that of tns agents. It can oe saia that ,07 intends to try to in- 
crease hie agents even though the number which are air ■-any wording 
for him, uirectly or indirectly , app .a r sufficient. 07 intends to 
encompass the entire Soviet area. I plan, on the otn.r tsar. a, to 
aovote uy time to recruiting in the tferjaan police in the 'lantern

11. Because of the •'unusual" conditions prevailing in Germany 
today, it is necessary to list those material needs point by point. 

It is absolutely impossible for ua to get these things ourselves. 

We believe, however, that the town na^or of a city such as Wiesbaden 
could get such things in a short tine. Aside from a typewriter and 
a few small office articles, I can donate little out ay good-will, 
whereas in the case of 07, who. was completely Dorfoaa out, there remains 
only his good-will. 

14-. If the report 33 here written appears sonevvhat rough, plese 
realise that it is intended to convey the idea that we shall endeavor 
to — obiaiae our spiritual strength and it is fox' the Americans to 
give us the physical basis for our activity. 07 and I have discussed

.coBsirfa^.ox judging correctly the situation in Germany and the intentions of 
the Soviet leaders. If we are forced to work out such important 
questions, aa well as dealing with the hopeless problem presented
